led to the ab andonment of lau d on e 
cu ltivated there is no dou b t that the 
greatest single cau se has b een the 
failu re to u tilize legu me crops. W ith­ 
ou t the rational u se of legu m es in a 
rotation the depletion of nitrogen and 
the consequ ent falling off in produ c­ 
tivity are certain to occu r." 
The ab ove statem ent is made b v 
the departm ent of agricu ltu re in con­ 
nection with the u se of legu me crops 
in rotation 
methods 
of 
farming- 
It 
11 rarely possib le to keep u p the su p­ 
ply of nitrogen from the hu mu s de­ 
rived from the nonlegu minou s crops. 
There are sixteen im portant 
1* 
gu mnou s 
field 
crops in the nited 
States—namely, 
rel 
clover, alfalfa, 
cowpeas, alsike, clover, crim son clo­ 
ver, white clover, soy b eans, peanu ts, 
Canada peas, hairy vetch, common 
vetch, 
velvet 
b eans, Japan 
clover, 
sweet clover, b u r clover and b eggar 
weed. 
"In comparatively few cases does 
u happen that one of these legu mes 
can b e u sed In place of another,” 
continu es the statem ent. 
"Cases in 
which there .is a choice are red clo­ 
ver, alfalfa, 
alsike, clover and sweet 
clover; sop b eans, peanu ts and Ja ­ 
pan clover; 
crimson 
clover, 
hairy 
vetch and b u r clover; velvet b eau s 
and b eggar weed. 
The departm ent

b een frequ ently asked b y far­ 
mers, where there is a choice of le­ 
gu mes adapted to the saxne pu rpose, 
hich one adds the most nitrogen to 
the soil.

Thu s of 1,000 pou nds of 
green plants cowpeas contain on the 
average 3.7 pou nds, common vetch 
1 pou nds, Canada peas 4 3 pou nds, 
Mommotk clover 4.4 pou nds, crimson 
over 4.6 pou nds, velvet b eans 5.4 
pou nds, hairy vetch 5.5 pou nds, sweet 
clover 5.8 pou nds, alsike clover 60 
pou nds, soy b eans 6.5 pou nds, red 
clover 6.8 pou nds, alfalfa 7.4 pou nds, 
and b u r clover 8.5 pou nds of nitrogen. 
"Additional advantages considered 
more or less im portant in connection 
ith green manu ring are b ased on 
the root stru ctu re of the plant.

qu estionab ly legu me with stou t roots 
hich penetrate the soil to consider- 
b le depths do have a som ewhat simi­ 
lar effect to a su b soiler and fu rther 
more, pu t vegetab le m atter a t depths 
hich shallow rooted plants can not 
reach.
